»  Olaims . Ohallenged. 

No Christian can be surprised at 
this divergence of view: The claims 
made by. Christ are not only great, 
they are unique. He is God and 
He is man: all power is. His ‘in 
Heaven. and,..upon earth. He has 
a code of ethics, a code of morality: 
‘many will be found who are un- 
willing to’ shape their lives by this 
code, but. their failure to ‘do so 
means: failure in His, kingdom, ‘for 
He is » King; and it will be fraught 
with consequences, that are eternal. 
No wonder, then, that men should 
challenge ‘these..claims: If false 
they are preposterous; if true no 
other claims on, human life can vie 
with them. In the ctowds which 
Christ addressed were Jews and 
Pagans. Both had their teachers: 
these teachers did not know the’
